C. McHenry, of Jefferson, Missouri, is 
the first gentleman who has arrived 
herefrom the State headquarters since 
the killing of. Jesse James. Your cor- 
respoudcnt questioned lorn: 
“Has the excitement over the killing 
died out yet ? * 
“There is still some talk about it.” 
“There is no question as to the man be­ 
ing the right one?” 
“No.” 
“What is the feeling of the people of 
Missouri as toward Governor Critten­ 
den ?” 
*• instead of 
the 
people 
praising 
Governor Crittenden they are censor­ 
ious at the mauner of Jesse’s taking 
off.” 


“Does not the less intelligent element 
denounce the Governor ?” 
“No element especially denounces him* 
They look upon the affair as they would 
a kind of a dog light.” 
“Will his killing be revenged?’’ 
“I do not think so. The governor 
not blamed by any class, but it 
thought that Jesse should have 
chance.” 
“What do you think of Go vernor Crit­ 
tenden’s action with Ford?” 
“It is a question whether he hired 
Ford. Both said Ford meant to kill him 
but what the Governor promised Ford 
no one has said. At the time of the last 
train robbery the sentiment was to git 
rid of Jesse through any means, but I 
think it was a mistake to clothe Ford 
with some official authority.”

THE CHINESE BILL. 


W a s h in g t o n , April ll.—A new pro­ 
gramme has been adopted to insure the 
speedy passage of another Chinese bill. 
Senator Miller last night saw the Presi­ 
dent, and had a free conversation with 
him. To-day he had a long and unre 
served interview with the attorney gen­ 
eral, and os the result of his conference, 
a bill is being prepared, to-night, with 
the design of having it introduced in the 
House to-morrow, and referred to the 
committee on education and labor. The 
plan is to have the bill promptly reported 
back to the House, and on Monday, 
waive its passage under suspension of 
the rules, as may be done, leaving one 
hour for debate. It is believed it can 
lie passed without delay. This bill will 
be modified as 
to provisions affect­ 
ing registration and passitorts, and the 
restrictive limit will be reduced to ten 
years.

The Nervous American. 
The greatest maker of telescopes is 
Alvan Clark, of Cambridgeport, Mass. 
lb* is now engaged in making a larger 
instrument than any ever before at­ 
tempted. 
That part of the work re­ 
quiring the greatest skill is lens grind­ 
ing, of which one who visited the fac­ 
tory says: 
The process of lens grinding, sofar as 
d goes. is ft very interesting out*. The glass 
i. .. ii has been heretofore obtained from 
Chance *V Co., of Birmingham, England, 
but now is received from Paris. Tho 
glass from which small lenses are made 
is generally cast in thick sheets, while 
that for the largest ones comes in disks, 
slightly convexed. 
The first rough 
grinding of the larger glasses is done by 
machinery, the grindstone being a rap­ 
idly revolving equatorial concaved iron 
wheel, over which a small stream of 
water and granulated iron is kept run­ 
ning. 
This wears away tho glass very 
ta t, preparing it for the second process, 
winch is a finer grinding w ith iron tools 
an.l emery. 
Then follows tho special 
(•.cal work of correcting the spherical 
th irations of the glass. 
This work is 
principally 
done 
by 
Alvan 
G. 
Clark, tile son, aud 
his 
brother, 
(Large B. Clark, although there is 
one m in in their employ who is capable 
*jf thung it. 
This local application is 
more than half of the work on large 
glasses, aud requires a knowledge which 
years and exj>erienco alone give. 
It is a 
Very sh >w operation, as the glass has to 
be slightly warmed, tak« ii to the obser­ 
vation room, there tested and corrected. 
An observation cannot be taken oftener 
than once iii two hours, consequently 
hut little can In.* done in aday. 
Tile ol>- 
servatiou room has to be kept cold aud 
dark, aud working in it is very disagree­ 
able. 
The last operation on the glass 
itself is that of policing, which is done 
with pitch aud rouge, days and even 
weeks being necessary to bring it to its 
required condition. 
A singular fact connected with this 
establishment is, that all the workmen 
employed are foreigners, but one, and 
fertile reason, as Mr. Claik says, that 
Americans are too nervous to do tho ex­ 
act work required, such as dividing a 
smrill metal circle into 140 parts. 
This 
diminishes somewhat tile credit which 
would otherwise attach to the country 
for making tin* largest ami I test tele­ 
scopes in the world, for it seems we can 
on ly do it bv the aid of foreign work­ 
m en. 
There is one establishment of 
this kind at Munich, one at Dublin, and 
one at York, England; but they aro 
hardly competitors of Clark, who has a 
world-wide reputation for sjMcial skill in 
this business.

The Modern Cook. 


[Mr* M. I). Welch, in College Monthly.! 
What arc pome of tile things that 
every ci*>k who prepares a meal for any 
family ought to knox ? Unless the whole 
routine of her w ork l>e haphazard and 
unreliable, she should have intelligent 
and well defined opinions concerning 
the relations of food to physical growth, 
so that she can furnish that which is tile 
best adapted to the whole household, fit 
to build up healthful and symmetrical 
bodies for the children as well as the ma­ 
ture workers iii the family, t he nutriment 
necessary to keep good the balance be­ 
tween s u p p ly and demand. The children 
should not fail to develop properly on 
account of her ignorance of their needs. 
Tin* fatlici should never give out moro 
vitality in his struggle with the world 
than die can make good to him aa she 
prepares his daily food. All this applies 
a practical application of the principles 
taught in physiology and chemistry, as 
well as a knowledge of the kind and the 
quality of nourishment stored in plants, 
flesh, fish and fowl. Earth, air and sea 
furnish her with materials which she 
must understand how to prepare, so that 
it can be transformed into bone, blood 
and muscle in such proportion that each 
shall have its proper development She 
must be both too wise and too humane 
to concoct any dish or brew any drink 
that will induce dyspepsia, headache or 
dullness. 
Never until the cook gives more time 
to the mastery of such studies will cook­ 
ery take its proj>er place among tho 
sciences. These bodies of ours are ex­ 
ceedingly complicated and delicate mach­ 
ines, not to be safely tampered with by 
bungling. A blacksmith can undertake 
with greater impunity to make a watch 
than an ignorant and untrained house­ 
keeper to build up, without knowledge 
or skill, a f ymetrieal and jierfeetly de­ 
veloped human Innly. 
And when tile 
value of these bodies, not only as physi­ 
cal organisms, but as related to mental 
grow th, is fully appreciated, the work of 
the skilled cook will rank with that of 
other great philanthropists. 
It is‘not 
extravagant to say tliat the progress of 
humanity toward true perfecting de­ 
pends large ly upon this branch of do­ 
mestic economy. 
How much thought 
and study are given to the proper food 
for fine stock. Surely we owe as much 
care to our children as to our herds. It 
is certainly true that just in proportion 
to the advance of any people in civiliza­ 
tion will be the advance of care and skill 
in the preparation of the articles of food. 
It is, therefore, worthy of an absorbing 
study. Health, mental vigor, virtue and 
happiness are more closely dependent 
than we are apt to imagine on the cook 
that reigns in the kitchen. 


Bananas. 
, i f late years the banana trade has in­ 
creased wonderfully. 
Formerly they 
were only shipped daring what was 
termed the regular season, arriving here 
between May and August. But aa ba­ 
nanas could be planted in the tropics 
during any month in the year, and thus 
grow ii and ripened every month, plant­ 
ers were induced to try the experiment, 
and now, as is well-known, bananas are 
seen on sale in our city markets, every 
week in the year. Unlike other tropical 
fruits we get it in its perfection. 
It is 
not a whit better eaten fresh picked from 
the tree, than it is when brought here 
after having been picked green and then 
allowed weeks to ripen at sea and on 
shore. It rather improves while other 
tropical fruits are spoiling, and is never 
better than, when half blackened and 
looking too soft and far gone to be fit to 
eat. it ‘‘peels” at a touch, and leaves a 
delicious fruity pulp to be enjoyed de­ 
liberately. A true child of tho sun, it 
glows oil the most tropical-looking of all 
trees. 
The great, green, herbaceous 
trunk, looking like an exaggerated, and 
over-succulent corn stalk, grown into 
the dimensions of a moderate-sized pear 
tree, is crowned by its wealth of droop­ 
ing and enormously long broad leaves— 
the whole having an expression more 
characteristically 
and 
self-evidently 
tropical than all that an ico beal’ ex­ 
presses of polar life. 
The fruit grows 
u|>on the top of a trunk, which latter 
ranges from eight to fifteen feet in 
height; each fruitful stalk bearing one 
bunch of bananas, resembling, in posi­ 
tion and hanging, a sunflower in the 
height of its summer glory. 
Tho trees 
have the property of keeping the soil 
moist around them, and have, therefore, 
licen planted in proximity to coffee trees 
in Venezuela, where long droughts oc­ 
cur. As that country cannot consume 
all tho fruit, it has l>egun to export ex­ 
tensively. With so many new sources 
of supply, we may be quite certain that 
our markets will bo well stocked with ba­ 
nanas, aud at low prices during their 
season. They are a jierishable fruit, and 
must be disposed of quickly; hence the 
advisability of low prices and ready 
sales. 


The Fall. 
Here is a boy’s conquisition on fall 
This is fall, because it falls oil this sea­ 
son of the year. Leaves fall, too, as 
well as thermometers and the price of 
straw* hats. Old toilers, who sign tho 
pledge in summer, are liable to fall when 
fall cider-making Ojiens, for straws snow 
which way tho eider goes. 
Husking 
coni is one off the pleasures of fall, but 
pleasure isn’t good for boys, I don’t 
think. Old men want a little fun ; let 
them husk. A husky old man can go 
through a good deal of corn, sometimes. 
Digging taters is another of our fall 
amusements. Tho way I like to dig ta­ 
ters is to wait until they are baked 
nicely, aud then dig them out of their 
skills. Most winter schools open in tho 
fall. Tho best winter school I went to 
didn't ojien until spring, and tho first 
day it opened the teacher took sick, aud 
the school house was locked up for the 
season. Once hi a w hile we have a very 
severe fall, but nothing like the fall of 
Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden. 
Summer is misnamed. 
It should bo 
called pride, for doesn't pride go before 
a fall?

How Postage Stamps are Made. 
In printing, steel plates are used, on 
which two hundred shunps are engraved. 
Tw o men are kept hard at work covering 
them with colored inks, and passing 
them to a man aud girl, wlib are equally 
busy at printing them with large rolling 
hand presses. 
Three of these little 
squads are employed all the time, al­ 
though ten presses can be put into use 
in case of necessity. After tho small 
sheets of paper upon w hich tile two hun­ 
dred stamps are engraved have dried 
enough, they are sent into another room 
and gummed. The gum used for the 
purpose is a peculiar composition, made 
of the powder of dritd vegetables mixed 
with water, which is latter than any 
other material, for instance gum arabic, 
which cracks the paper badly. The 
paper is also of a jieculiar texture, some­ 
what similar to that used for bank-notes. 
After having been again dried, this time 
on little racks, which are fanned by 
steam [lower for half an hour, they are 
put between sheets of pasteboard and 
pressed by hydraulic presses, capable of 
applying a weight of two thousand tons. 
The next thing is to cut the sheets in 
half; each sheet, when cut, contains a 
hundred stamps. This is done by a 
girl with a large pair of shears, cutting 
by hand being preferred to that of ma­ 
chinery, which method would destroy 
too many stamps. They arc then passed 
to other squads, who in as many opera­ 
tions perforate the sheets let ween the 
stamps. Next they are pressed once 
more and then packed and labelled and 
stowed away iu another room, prepara­ 
tory to being put in rn ail-bags for dis­ 
patching to fill orders. If a single stamp 
is torn or in any way mutilated, the 
whole sheet of one hundred is burned. 
Alinit five hundred thousand are burned 
every week from this cause. For the 
past twenty years not a single sheet has 
l>*e» lost, such care has been taken in 
counting them. 
During the progress of 
manufacturing the sheets are counted 
eleven times. 


Etiquette in Writing. 
With regard to writing letters, none 
but school girls cross and recross a sheet 
of writing paper, two sheets of paper 
arc invariably used, if one sheet of pa­ 
lier will not contain All that is to In) 
said. If half the second sheet of pajx-r 
is left blank, it is not torn off, a whole 
sheet being more convenient to hold and 
to fold than is a half sheet of papier. 
If a few last words are necessary to 
complete a letter, they are written on 
the margin, not on the w riting across 
the face of the pages. In addressing 
envelopes tho address should lie written 
legibly in tho center of he envelope 
aud not run off into a corner, leaving a 
third of tho envelope blank. 
Many 
people writo their initials or name in 
full in one corner of the envelope; this 
is quite a matter (A inclination.—Horn* 
Journal.
